At a Convention of the People of the State of South Carolina, begun 
and holden at Columbia, on the thirteenth day of September, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred And sixty-five, and 
thence continued by divers adjournments to the twenty-seventh day 
of the same month and year.

nor, and for Members of the first ensuing General Assembly of the State of 
South CaroHna.

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Wey the People of the State of South Carolina, by our Delegates in Conven- 
tion met, do ordain : 

1. That on the third Wednesday in October next, elections shall be held 
for the ofiGices of Governor and Lieutenant-Govemor of the Sjbate of South 
Carolina, and for members of the Senate and House of Bepresentatives of 
the General Assembly of the State. 

3. In the elections to the General Assembly, the Districts of Beaufort, 
Colleton, Orangeburg and* Berkeley, shall each elect one Senator and on 
general ticket as many members of the House of Bepresent&tives as were 
assigned by ilie last apportionment to the several Parishes comprised in 
each. The District of Georgetown shall elect one Senator and three 
Bepresentatives. The District of Horry shsJl elect one Senator and two 
Bepresentatives. The Election District of Charleston shall elect two 
Senators and twenty Bepresentatives ; and all other Districts shall elect 
each one Senator and as many Bepresentatives as were assigned to each 
by the last apportionment. 

5. That the Members so elected shall meet in General Assembly, in 
special session, at Columbia, on Wednesday, the twenty-fifth day of Octp- 
ber next.

A quorum being present, the Senate proceeded to an election for Presi- 
dent of the Senate, to serve in the absence of the Lieutenant-Governor. 
The election having been conducted viva voce, pursuant to the present 
amendment of the Constitution, the following vote was given :

Mr. Moses having received a majority of ttie votes, was declared duly 
elected, (Mr. Sullivan occupying the chair.) '^ 

Messrs. Buist, G. W. Williams and Hemphill were appointed a Commit- 
tee to wait upon the President elect, and conduct him to the Chair. 

The Committee having performed the iluty, ^e President elect ad- 
dressed the Senate as follows : 

Gentlemen cf the Senate: 

Accept my acknowledgment of the honor you have just conferred upon 
me. I attribute your choice more to the fact of my long service on this 
floor than to any fitness which I have for the place. Li this body, how- 
ever, constituted of Carolina gentlemen, the course of debate, even on 
exciting questions, has always been distinguished by such politeness and 
courtesy, that there is seldom an occasion for the interposition of the 
Chair. Senators, you have assembled, as it were, to estabush a new Gov- 
ernment. The Constitution of 1790 has been substituted by that of 1865, 
and by its provision a social and hereditary institution has been abolished. 
The labor which contributed so largely to the capital of the country, if 
not altogether gone, is to exist in a new shape, and we enter on an experi- 
ment, if depressed by present overbearing circumstances, still full of hope 
for the future. On many a fearful battle-field Southern valor and galhm' 
try, subjected to the most trying test, have been proudly exhibited, and 
tmit same spirit of self-dependence, in a new and changed field of opera- 
tion, can supply the necessary energy and industry to conquer all 
obstacles, and make us once more a happy and prosperous people. 

Tou have, each of you, assumed, under oath, the obligation '^ to protect, 
preserve and defend '* as well the Constitution of the United States as of 
that of the State of South Carolina. Tour honor once pledged, who that 
knows anything of the character of our people, will doubt that you will 
readily and cheerfully render to the general Government of your country 
all that duty, patriotism and a sense of right will demand. I full well 
know that you will contribute all your efforts and ability to build up for 
us a repubfic which will be the admiration of the world, and will consti- 
tute us one great and imdivided people. Let a recollection of the past be 
buried, and with encouraging hopes of the future, proceed in the goop 
work which we this day begin. 

Again thanking you for the honor you have conferred upon me, I am 
ready to proceed with the duties of the Chair. 

The Senate proceeded to the election of Clerk, and each of the Senators 
who had just voted for President voted for William E. Martin, who was 
declared by the PRESIDENT unanimously elected, and was qualified 
accordingly.

On motion of Mr. TOWNES, a Committee was appointed to wait on 
His Excellency, B. F. Pernr, Provisional Governor, and inform him that 
the Senate had met, and had been organized, and was ready to receive 
any communications he might be pleased to make to them.

MESSAGE NO. 1. 

ExEcunvB Depabtment South Cabolika, 
October 24, 1865. 

To the Honorable the Seriate and House of Representatives : 

Gektlemen : You have convened, in extra session, by order of the late 
Convention, for the purpose of considering the new and extraordinary 
condition of our State, and providing, by wise and proper le^^islatioB, for 
ike welfare and best interests of Soutii Carolina. As Provisional Gk^ver- 
nor of the State, and in the absence of the recently elected confititational 
!Ekecutive, I connder it my duty to address you on the present ocoafiion, 
and recommend for vour consideration such measures as, in my judgment, 
the interest and welfare of the State require. 

Although I have not the honor of deriving my authority, as Chief 
Bxecutive of the State, from you, oriihe people of South Carolina, yet I 
can assure you, in all sincerity, that no constitutional Governor of the 
State has ever had your interests, your honor and i^osperity more at 
heart, or has ever devoted his time and energies more exclusively and 
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zealously to what he honestly believed would best promote the welfare and 
happiness of the State. And I may say, with equal truth, that, although 
appointed Provisional Governor over South Carolina, no one has felt more 
respect for the majesty of her laws, or been more willing to render 
obedience to the sovereignty of her people. 

After the termination of our recent disastrous and ruinous struggle with 
the Federal Government, it pleased the President of the United States to 
select me, without my knowledge, or any solicitation on the part of my 
friends, for the high and responsible position which I now hold, to organ- 
ize a State Government for South Carolina, and have her restored to all 
her civil and political rights as a member of the Federal Union. I felt 
deeply the delicate responsibility of the station to which I had been 
called, and was fearful that, in obeying the orders and carrying out the. 
policy of the Federal Government, I should not be able to j)roteot the 
State and save the people from unjust exaction and oppression. But, 
most fortunately, the wise, generous and magnanimous policy of Presi- 
dent Johnson towards the Southern States has enabled me to do both, 
and rendered my administration pleasant and gratifying to me. I have 
been greatly sustained, too, by the honor, patriotism and loyalty of the 
people. 

Although I received my appointment several months after other Provi- 
sional Governors had been commissioned, I have the pleasure of inform- 
ing you that South Carolina is now as far advanced in her reconstruction 
as auy other Southern State?. Instead of wasting time in trying to fill aU 
the civil offices of the State with my personal or political friends and par- 
tisans, I determined to restore those who were in office at the suspension 
of the civil government, and who had been elected by the people or 
appinted by the Legislature, and wore famiHar«with their official duties. 
I knew too weU the character of South Carolina to doubt, for a moment, 
that her sons would prove loyal and true, after renewing their oaths of 
allegiance to the United States. In this way, I re-established civil go- 
vernment at once in South CaroHna, and greatly expedited her reconstruc- 
tion. An election for members of the Convention, to reform our State 
Constitution, was immediately ordered. Magistrates were authorized to 
administer the oath of alle^ance so as to qualify the voters in time for the 
election. I also restored civil law throughout tne State, and ordered the 
courts to be opened. These measures were objected to by the military 
authorities, as transcending my powers as Provisional Governor. But the 
President sustained me in all that I had done, and ordered the military 
authorities not to interfere with my policy of reconstruction. Like a wise 
statesman and patriot, he confides in the people, desires to see them 
enjoying civil hberty and governing themselves. Washington had the 
immortal honor of creating the American Republic, and to Andrew John- 
son will be assigned, in history, the glory of having reconstructed its 
broken and dismembered fragments without marring its civil beauties. 
Like Washington, too, he is, by his just, wise and magnanimous i)olicy, 
uniting and consolidating all parties in the support of his administration. 

The State Convention assembled, and, after a most harmonious session 
of fifteen days, presented a new Constitution for the future government of 
South Carouna. This Constitution is more popular and democratic in all 
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of its features than the old one, adopted in 1790. The Parish system of 
representation in the Senate, which had become, by the growth of the 
npper county in wealth and peculation, tmequal and unjust, allowing 
one Judicial District to have ten Senators, and others of equal extent in 
territory but one, was abolished, and all were assigned an equal represen- 
tation in the Senate. The just, equal and conservatiye basis of represent 
tatioa in the House, founded on white population and taxation, was re- 
tained. The une<]iual classification of lands has been changed, and taxes 
are now to be levied in proportion to the assessed value of all taxable 
property. A moderate poll tax is provided for, which will cause all to 
contribute something towards the support of the Government under 
which they live and are protected. The property qualification of members 
of the Senate and House of Bepresentativee, which seemed to presume 
that a man's patriotism dejpended on his wealUi has been dispensed with. 
The members of the Legislature are required to vote viva voce in all 
elections, so that their constituents may know for whom they voted. The 
Chief Magistrate of the State is to be elected by the people for four years, 
and has a qualified veto on the legislation of the two Houses. 

Such, gentlemen, is the new Constitution imder which you have 
assembled, and which, it is hoped, will inspire the people of South Caro- 
lina with new democratic zeal and energy in developing, intellectually and 
physically, the talent and resources of the State. It is true that, under 
the old regime, South Carolina has given the BepubHc a bright galloxy of 
names which she may well be proud of ; but her material prosperity as a 
State has not kept pace with that of her Southern sisters. Her popula- 
tion has been moving to the South-west till there are, at this time, aJmost 
as many native South Carolinians living in other States as there are in this 
State. They have drained the State, too, of her wealth and energies. 
For the last thirty' or [forty years we have likewise been oblivious of all 
internal improvement in our fruitless and vexatious supervision of the 
action of the Federal Government Agriculture has been neglected, 
manufactures almost ignored, and commerce despised. Foreign immigra- 
tion, which has filled other States with wealth and population, devdoped 
their resources and made them happy, prosperous and powerful, has been 
discouraged in South Carolina. Her riches have been exhausted by her 
dependence on others for almost every thing she consumed or nc^eded. 
We have been dependent on the Western States for our horses, mules, 
cattle and hogs, bacon, lard and beef. From the Northern States, we have 
received the furniture of our houses, and the implements of our farms wid 
plantations, the carriages in which we rode, and the dothes which we 
wore. 

This policy must no longer be continued. It should be the pride of 
every fanner and planter in the State to raise, grow or make eyery thing 
which he uses or needs. Slavery has been abolished, and labor made more 
honorable as well as more necessary. They who have heretofore spent 
their lives in ease and idleness will be forced to work. Planting and the 
learned professions are no longer the only honorable means of livelihood 
for our young men. They must become trade^en, manufacturers, 
artisans and mechanics. Lnmigraticm of industrious foreigners n^ust be 
encouraged. Then manufactures will si»ing up, commerce will revive, 
and we shall become an independent people. 
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• The emancipation of our slaves -will, in all probability, abstract greatly 
from the active labor of the country. Planters and farmers should dispose 
of a portion of their lands to immigrants and capitalists from Europe and 
the North. This will increase the wealth and industry of the State, and 
render more valuable the lands which remain unsold. It wiU also have a 
wholesome check on the colored population, and strengthen our security 
from insurrections and violence. Three-fourths of the State of South 
Carolina are uncultivated. Instead of a population of seven hundred 
thousand, our territory is sufficient to support one of seven millions, if 
properly distributed in manufactures, commerce and agriculture. 

It becomes your urgent duty, genilemen, to make immediate provision 
for the protection and government of the freedmen and colored people 
who have been so suddenly released from slavery in their ignorance and 
destitution. This is alike due to humanity and justice, as well as the 
imperative necessities of society. The negro has lost the protection of 
his master, and he must now be protected by the law. This is expected 
of you by the President and the Federal Congress, and will remove aU 
pretence for military rule in the State, as well as facilitate your speedy 
restoration to the Union and self-government. The negro is innocent of 
all that he has gained and all that you have lost, and he is entitled to your 
sympathy and kindness, your protection and guidance. The Convention 
ordered the Provisional Governor to appoint a Commission for the pur- 
pose of preparing and submitting to the Legislature, for their adoption, a 
code of laws for the protection and government of the freedmen and col- 
ered persons. In obedience to their order I have appointed Judge Ward- 
law and Mr. Burt, two of the most eminent jurists in the State, to compose 
this Commission. They wiU, in due time, report to you the result of their 
labors. The Convention also authorized the Legislature to establish a 
Court in each District for the trial of all cases in which freedmen are con- 
c^raecl. Tt beeonioa your duty to see that these Courts are orgajiized. 

The electitm of Pre&ideiitial electors Las hei'ctoforf? boen made by the 
Legislatiu'o of South Carolina, contrai-y to the true intent aaid meaning 
of the Federal Constitution, and against the iiRage in aH the other States. 
An Ordinance vra^ passed by tht> Conveution, expressive of their judgment 
in regard to this matter, and directed the FroviBional Governor to com- 
municate tlm OrdiDajJce to the Legislature at its first session. In 
obedience to their order, I herewith send yoii a copy of the Ordinancej 
which yon will, nt once, cany into efieet, by providing a proper mode of 
electing electors of President and Yice-President by the people. 

The election of Members of Congress ehoald be pTO\dded for at as early 
a day as possible. It is a matter of the highe.st importance that our 
RepreaeKtativew in Congress should be in Washington, ready to take their 
seats, on the hist Monday in December. By Act of Congress, passed 
March, 1863, it is made the duty of the Clerk* of the previous Honac of 
Representatives to ^' make a roil of the HepresenL'-tivefl elect, and place 
thereon the names of all persons, and such persons only, whose 
credeutiahi ahow that they were regularly elected in accordance with the 
laws of their Stages respectively, or the laws of the United States, " It is 
therefore the iuiperative duty of the Clerk to call the roll of the members 
of the Southern States, whose credentioL*? have been exhibited to him, and 
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shown that thej were regolarlj elected. He has no more right, under 
this Act, to exclude the members elect from South Carolina than he has to 
exclude those from Massachusetts. The Federal authorities have main- 
tained that the Union never was dissolved, and that the Southern States 
have always been, and still are, members of that Union. In July, 1862, 
Congress passed an Act prescribing an oath of office for all persons to take 
who were elected or appointed to any office of honor or profit imder the 
Gkjveminent of the Umted States. This oath requires the party to swear 
that he has never borne arms against the United States; that he has never 
held or sought office under any power inimical to the United States; that 
he has given no aid, counsel or coimtenance to persons in hostility to the 
United States; and that he has not yielded a voluntary support to any 
authority hostile to the United States. If this oath is to be apphed to 
members of Congress, it will, of course, exclude all from South Carolina. 
It may, with truth, be said, that no man in South Carolina can take it with- 
out committing perjury. But the Constitution of the United States 
prescribes an oath for members of Congress to take, and they cannot be 
required to take any other oath constitutionally. There may have been 
some show of propriety for exacting this oath when it was enacted, amidst 
the war between the Southern States and the United States ; but there 
can be none now, unless it be for the purpose of excluding the Southern 
people from all office within their re8f>ective States, and still holding those 
States in militarv subjection. I know that this is not the policy of the 
President, and f cannot beheve that it will be the avowed poHcy of the 
Federal Congress. If the Southern members are present when the roll is 
called by States, they will take a part in the organization of the House, 
and may vote against the oath being tendered to the members when they 
are sworn. 

The Convention divided the State into four Congressional Districts, 
which you will respect and recognize as election Districts. It wiU be your 
duty, dso, at some convenient and proper time, during your extra session, 
to elect two United States Senators, to represent the State of South Caro- 
lina in the Senate of the United States. There are now two vacancies in 
that body from South Carolina. In the organization of the Senate of the 
United States into three classes, the Senators from South Carolina were 
drawn in the second and third classes* The second-class seat for South 
Carolina became vacant on the third of March, 1865, and your election to 
W. that vacancy will be for six vears from that date. The third-class seat 
became vacant on the third of March, 1861, and your election will be for 
jEhe unexpired term of that vacancy, which will be till third of March, 1867, 

The subject of finance is one of great embarassment and serious diffi- 
culty at this time in South Carolina, and will require great wisdom and 
sagacity in your legislation. The people are in a most destitute condition, 
without money, and without the means of paying their taxes. Their gold 
and silver were exported during the war as a species of commerce. The 
State banks are all broken, and their bills have leased to circulate. The 
Confederate money, with which the country was inundated, is utterly 
worthless. The Federal currency is inaccessible to our peoi^e. Their cot- 
ton has been destroyed, and their provisions consumed by the armies, and 
they have nothing to procure money with. Under these circumstances, it 
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would be well for you to consider whetiier or not it is possible to defray 
the necessary expenses of the State by issuing and selling State bonds, so 
as to avoid levying any tax during the ensuing year. The present indebt- 
edness of the State is not large, and her credit ought to be such as to se* 
cure the sale of her bonds at fair prices. If you conclude to raise money 
in this way, you ought to include the payment of the direct tax, and whicn 
South Carolina now owes the United States, and which her citizens wiU 
soon be called upon to pay. 

It is important that the courts of justice in this State should be once 
more fuUy opened, civil law restored and properly administered. This 
cannot be done tiU you fill the several vacancies on the bench. You will 
have to elect a Chief Justice of the State, two law Judges and one Chan- 
cellor. Opening our courts, and the administration of civil justice once 
more, would have a most salutary influence on society, and do more than 
anything else to preserve the peace and quiet of the State. We have been 
living without law long enough, and have suffered enough from lawless 
violence. 

The Act to prevent the collection of debts, known as the stay law, was 
' wholly unnecessary at the time it w^as passed, but is now a matter of prime 
necessity to the community. This Act should be continued, with permis- 
sion, however, to collect the interest on debts due. There are many 
widows and minor children whose sole subsistence depends on the pay- 
ment of interest due them on their estates. 

The re-organization of the militia is a measure of the highest importance, 
under existing circumstances. I have received information from the Secre- 
tary of State at Washington, that as soon as our State Government is or- 
ganized, all the Federal troops would be withdrawn from South Carolina^ 
We must then rely on the mihtia for the protection of the State against 
insurrection and domestic violence. It is a matter of serious consideration, 
however, whether we should not desire to retain, for the present, a portion 
of the Fetlend troops in the Stute. The frcedmen and colored poox>le look 
to these troops as their friend;* arid i>rotectorSj Jind would be much less 
likelv to linve imy oolliJ4.sion witli them than with the militia. The colored 
garrison H, which wers at one time stationed throughout the country, have 
done iiiiiait^ mischief ^ bj inducing th*5 negroes to believe that aJI the lands 
of their former owne.ra were to \)e divided out amongst theDi. Tills has 
made them discontented and unwilHng to make contracts for the enainng 
year. In many portions of the State, there are i^erious apprehensions of 
disturbance at the beginning of the next year. Strong garrisons ought to 
be COD tinned ia Charleston, Beaufort and Georgetown, where there is meh 
a preponderance of the negro population. But these garmons should not 
be permitt-ed to exercise any civil jurisdiction, and should be subordinate 
to civil law. Otherwise^ their presence would be productive of more mis* 
chief than good. You wiU take such action in this matter as in your judg- 
ment shall seem best for the State. 

The education of our young men and boys, during the past five years, 
has been srully neglected. Tour College, wluch has been the pride of the 
State for more than half a century , is closed, and should be at once re- 
opened- The buildings are all standing and uninjured- The ProfessorB 
are regdy to resume their labors, and the young men are aimons to com- 
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mence their College conrse of studies. I hope you will make the neoessaiy 
appropriations for sustaining the institution. But it may be well, under 
eoofiting circumstances, to consider the propriety of converting the College 
into a Uniyersity, and making it, in part, a self-sustaining institution. 
Give the Professors* moderate salaries, and let them depend for further 
compensation on the tuition fund. In a University, tne student may 
pursue such a course of studies as will most contribute to the particular 
profession or business which he expects to follow in after life. In a 
Ck>llege, he is required to spend four years in a regular course of studies, 
many of which will be of no service to him in after life, and for which he 
has no taste or talent. In consequence of the impoverished condition of 
the country, there are very few young men, now, able to defray their 
expenses for four years in College. Having been so long in the army, and 
their education neglected, they are not prepared to enter College. More- 
over, being advanced in manhood, they cannot afford to go through a 
College course of studies before commencing the active pursuits of me. 
The University system of education will meet all these objections. It 
would bring to vour institution of learning three times as many students 
as you could collect in a College, and in this way the salaries of the Pro- 
fessors might be paid out of the tuition fund. 

The State Military Schools, in Columbia and Charleston, have likewise 
been suspended, and the buildings of the former were all destroyed by fire 
during the occupancy of the town by General Sherman. It is for voh to 
determine what course you will pursue in regard to these schools. In 
them have been educated many of your mc^t valuable and eminently 
practical men. Very few have graduated at the Citadel who have not 
been successful in after life. 

The Congress of the United States passed an Act, during the war, au- 
thorizing uie Freedmen*s Bureau to take possession of all lands which 
were voluntarily abandoned b^ their owners for the purpose of going into 
the army, or aiding the rebelhon. Under a most unwarrantable construc- 
tion of this Act, a large portion of the lands of the lower country, where 
the planters were driven off by the Federal troops, or forced to leave by 
imperative orders of the de facto Governments, State and Confederate, have 
been seized and appropriated, as abandoned lands. In many instances, 
the homes of widows and minors, and old men, incapable of serving in the 
army, and never aidinsr, in any way, the rebellion, have been taken posses- 
sion of, and kept for the use of the negroes, whilst the proprietors were 
starving wanderers and refugees throughout the State. But with that 
sense of justice and kindness which has characterized every act of his 
administration, the President has ordered these lands to be restored to 
the proprietors on their taking the oath of allegiance to the United States, 
or receiving a special pardon where they fall within the excepted classes 
under the Amnesty Proclamation. The Convention ordered the Provisional 
Governor to appoint a suitable agent to reprebent the State at Washing- 
ton, in regard to these lands, and other matters. I immediately appointed 
the Hon. William Henry Trescott, a gentleman well known to you for his 
high character, talents and diplomatic experience. His report will be 
/communicated to you as soon sa it is reor i-. c \. 

As soon as the Convention adjourned^ 1 <: . . inicated to the President 
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and Secretary of State copies of the new' Constitntion of South Carolina. 
I have the pleasure of informing you that President Johnson has expressed 
to me his gratification at the amendments made in our Constitution, and 
his confident hope that we should soon be, once more, **a united, happy 
and prosperous people, forgetting the past, and looking only to the future 
wdfare of our common country." 

There is one matter of embarrassment in your legifc^lation, under the new 
Constitution, which I think it my duty to bring to your notice. The 
Constitutional Governor will not, and can not be inaugurated, till the first 
week of your regular session. And yet the Constitution requires all Acts 
to be presented to the Governor for his signature. If he does not approve 
them, he must return them with his objections ; and then, to become a 
law, they must be passed by a majority of the whole representation of both 
Houses. Although the State Convention acknowledged the authority and 
existence of the Provisional Governor by several of their ordinances, yet 
they omitted to authorize him to act as Governor till the inauguration of 
the Governor elect. All your Acts should, therefore, be passed by a majority 
of the whole representation of both Houses, unless you are disposed to 
recognize the Provisional Governor as Governor of the State. But even 
with this recognition, I think it would be safe to see that your Acts are 
passed by the constitutional majority required, in the absence of the 
approval of the Governor. This will place beyond controversy any Acta 
which you may see proper to pass at your extra session, in the absence of 
your newly elected Consfitutional Governor. 

The State Works, at Greenville, for the purpose of manufactuiing arms 
and munitions of war, have not been in operation since the surrender of 
General Johnson. They were unprofitable, and it is not likely that you 
win be disposed to continue them. I understand that the buildings and 
machinery are well adapted for a cotton factory, and that there is a com- 
pany of gentlemen from different parts of the State who propose to pur- 
chase them for that purpose. I would recommend sale of the entire prop- 
erty, -svith all the machinery appertaining to the same. It woidd be well 
to dispose of the^Columbia canal for the same purpose. 

The State Road, over the Saluda Mountains, is in a most dilapidated con- 
ditism, Tlii-^ fin men- lt^>L<iiO of th^M^inJ wilh reloaded froTii Lis con tnw- thy 
the Legiskfure la^t sei^moHj and the Comrmasioiiers of Koatla for Green- 
villt^ District were authoiizoil to let it out, for tlit* pre^eot year, to the 
lowest bidder^ for keeping it in re[juir. Tliii? wa^ not done. No toll hius 
been collected over tile rand, or work done on it, for two ur thret' yesira 
paat. It sltould be leftfif d or mhV 

The Htate Ht^ine requires your immediait* attention. SoDiething whonld 
be done to pn^erve the biultiiugj iu Its x^resent untmished state, from 
min and deJitmetion, If t lie Htate Ls not able to proceed with the work 
and comi>lete it, yon should provide for having a temporary roof thrown 
Over the building, so as to preservG it and rriEke it useful. \i covered, it 
might be niaed for your seasionsj and the ncfN>mmodation of the public 
officers. 

The Bank of the State, like all simihir institutions, is in a moat embar- 
rassed and crippled coDditic)u by the lo«ja of its advancements to the late. 
Confederate States. I have not had the pleasure of seeing the report of 
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the President. Tkis document will be submitted to you in proper time, 
and then 70a will be aUe to take such action in reference to the bank as 
its condition requires. Whatever may be the state of our finances, I am 
sure South Carolina will never sully her honor by any act of repudiation. 
If we have lost everything else, let us, on that account, be more careful of 
maintaining the honor of the State. 

The adnurable codification of the Statute Laws of the State, by the 
lamented Petigru, has not yet been adopted by the Legislature. I would 
recommend its adoption, and the appointment of an editor to supervise its 
publication, and make the necessary verbal alterations, to adapt it to the 
present condition of South Carolina. It is a work greatly needed by the 
profession and the people at large, and will be an enduring monument to 
the fame of one of South Carolina's most highly ^fted and beloved sons. 

I have received several oflicial communications from the Northern States, 
with pubUc documents, asking a renewal of the exchange of such books, 
which I hope will be acceeded to by the Legislature. I nave also received 
from the Department of the Interior, at Washington, sixty-seven copies of 
the Acts of Congress, passed since 1860, for oflficial distribution. _ 

I have received communications from the Postmaster-General, stating 
that the mails would be carried over all the railroads in South Carohna, as 
soon as the Department was assured of their responsibility ; and that he 
would receive reasonable offers for carrying the mails from the railrt ^ads to 
all the couDt;^ ' court houses till the first of January, when j)..jma- 

nent cQutrai^ts ^vtnd«t be made. There has been some difliculty in re^.ud 
to the iippoiijttjxeftt of postmasters in South Carolina. I have informed 
the PoatttuiHtei^-CiMiJi'itd that it would be imxjossible to fill his appointments 
if he exacted th<3 i^hi'le oath sent, till another generation had risen up in 
this State. 

I liftve rfN^t^ivt^il IV iM)nlmunication from the Secretary of State, enclosing 
inIc-^„:I-,__ iux „^:i_Ll by om* Consuls abroad, in reference to the spread 
of cholera, and requesting that the State woidd rigidly enforce her quar- 
antine laws. I gave these papers to the Mayor of the city of Charleston. 
You wdU take such action as in your judgment may be necessary to prevent 
our State being visited by this terrible scoui-ge. 

In conclusion, I would urge you, gentlemen, to look only to the future 
in your legislation, and forget, so far as you can, the past. There is much 
to hope for and live for, yet, in South Carolina. We should congratulate 
ourselves and the country that civil war has ceased, and peace is restored 
to the land. No longer are our citizens to be forced from their homes 
and famihes and oftered a bloody sacrifice on the field of battle. No 
longer is our beloved State to be ravaged and desolated, and our towns 
and villages committed to the flames. A merciful Providence has once 
more blessed our land with an abundant crop, and no longer have we any 
apprehensions of want and starvation. We are in the enjoyment of health. 
Our young men, noble and gallant soldiers, are peaceably resuming their 
former vocations, and exerting themselves in restoring the State to her 
wonted prosperity and happiness. No civil broils or deadly feuds are dis- 
gracmg our i)eople as in other States. We have no political divisions. 
South Carolina presented a imit after her act of secession, and she is 
now united as one man in returning to the Union ; and will be as true and 
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loyal to her plighted faith as anj State north of Mason's and Dixon's 
line. In this respect, there is no difference between former secessionist 
and old Union men. They all have equally, at heart, the x>eace, honor, 
glory and prosperit^r of the American BepubUc. And I eamestlyi pray 
mai, all your legislation and deliberations may tend to this great purpose, 
under the guidance and protection of Almighty God. -

I moved them to 
Chester at that time, with the aid of Governor Magrath, where they now 
are. ' I did not feel at liberty to remove them without your orders, which 
I now respectfully await. 

The Journal, with the reports and resolutions for 1864, were burnt in 
the printing office of Evans & CogsweU, State Printers. I had revised 
the whole of the proof, including the index, at the usual period after the 
session, but, in common with the people of the town, I did not at that 
time anticipate its fall, and the original notes were not preserved.

Gentlemen : I have the honor of transmitting to you the report of the 
Commission, appointed by order of the Convention, **to propose such 
legislation as will be necessary and proper in consequence of the altera- 
tions made in the fundamental laws, and especially to prepare and submit 
a code for the regulation of labor and the protection and government of 
the colored population of the State." 

The report embraces ** A Bill preliminary to the legislation induced by 
the emancipation of slaves ;" *' A Bill to establish and regulate the domes- 
tic relations of persons of color, and to amend the law in relation to 
paupers, vagrancy and bastardy ;" ** A Bill to establish District Courts ;'* 
a Bill to amend the criminal law. These bills have been happily con- 
ceived and admirably prepared as a perfect system of law adapted to our 
new state of aflGairs. I would urge on the Legislature the immediate con- 
sideration of the code of laws. It is absolutely necessary for the protec- 
tion of colored persons and the enforcement of their labor. Without it, 
there will be the greatest confusion, idleness and crime at the beginning 
♦of the next year. The farmers and planters wish to know, at once, what 
they may depend on in regard to the labor of the colored persons, in 
preparing their plantations for the next year. The peace and quiet and 
good order of society imperiously demand immediate legislation on these 
subjects. 

The mere setting free of the negro, without providing, by proper 
legislation, for the protection of his rights of person and property, will 
not meet the expectations of the Federal authorities, and they will retain 
their military forces throughout the State for the purpose of affording 
this protection to the freedjoien and colored persons. As soon as we pass 
proper lemslatian on this subject, and have our State government mUy 
organized^ I feel assured the President will issue ms proclamation, 
declaring that South Carahna is no longer in rebeUion and entitled to her 
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position oucc more as a member of the Federal Union. Then ^'our 
Senators and Members of Congress cannot, with any show of propriety, 
be excluded from their seats. 

If you have any doubts about the constitutionality of your legislation, 
in the absence of a constitutional Governor, you may consider and pass 
the bills, and let them be presented to the Qovernor elect, as tioon as he 
is inaugurated, for his approval. A bill to reorganize the militia is 
equally urgent and important, and might take the same course as well 
as any other legislation you may see proper to pass.

Gektubmen : I have the pleasure of oomnrnnicsting to you, the very 
satisfactory Eeport of the Hon. Wm. Henry Trescot, Agent of the State, 
at Waidiington, in reference to abandoned lands and pardons. His 
mission has been eminentihr successful He found the President, and Oen . 
Howfljrd, the head of the Ireedmen's Bureau, disposed to do justice to the 
proprietors of abandoned lands, as Trill be fully seen by his Report here- 
with sent ^ou. It is to be hoped that this unfortunate class of our feUow- 
citizens will soon be once more restored to their homes and possessions. 

On the subject of Pardons, Mr. Trescot found the President kind and 
accommodating. But great delay must necessarily attend the issuing of 
pardons, where there are so many thousands of a|>plicants. It would be 
well for our citizens to be quiet and bide their time in relation to the 
moTing and action on their applications. When there is any urgent ne- 
cessity for the issuing of a pardon, and it is brought to the view of the 
President, he will give such application precedence over others. And 
witii reference to this matter and the interest of proprietors of aban- 
doned lands, it woidd be well to continue the Agency for the present. 
Iliere are a great man^r questions arising where it would be a great con- 
yenience to the Provisional Governor, and the people generally, to have 
an Agent at Washington, to present matters there, to the President, Head 
of Departments, and the Officials of the different Bureaus, and give the 
necessary information which may be desired. 

I herewith send you the report of J. Ralph Smith, General Superin- 
tendent of the State Works at Greenville, showing the amount of public 
property in those Works, and the estimated value of the same. It wOl be 
of great service to the Commissioners who may be appointed to sell or 
dispose of these Works. The total cost and expenditure of the State on 
ti^ese Works have been, in Confederate money, $507,866.29. The present 
estimated value, in Federal currency, is $72,000. And it is altogether 
probable that the property will not realize that amount.

Haying been unsuccessful in my call for the yeas and nays, uiJon the 
second reading of ** A Bill to establish and regulate the domestic relations 
of JPersons of Color, and to amend the law in relation to Paupers, 
Vagrants and Bastardy," I felt» it my duty to give notice of intention to 
enter my protest against the action of the Senate, taken upon the Bill 
aforesaid, as the only means left me of placing^ upon the recoj<ls of the 
Senate, in permanent form, my opposition to said Bill. 

I do not propose to refer, in detail, to my objections to this Bill — embrac- 
ing, as it does, so many subjects and ^ninning out to the extraordinary 
length of one hundred and two Sections. It wiU be quite sufficient for 
my pui-pose to refer, in a general way, to some of the Sections under the 
head ** Paupers," as embracing some of the most objectionable proyisions 
of the Bill. By the Sections just referred to, a grand system is estab- 
lished for the support of indigent ** persons of color," to be carried out, 
and worked out by the Magistrates of the several Districts of the State, 
under the direction and supervision, of the District Jud^e, and supported 
by funds raised, to a great extent, and perhaps entirely, from whiie 
persons. And certainly constituting a means of supp6rt . for ' indigent 
persons of color far beyond what is or ever has been provided^ in this 
State, for indigent white persons, and imposing upon the citizens of the 
several Districts of the State a burthen of taxation, which, in their 
present condition, they are not well able to bear. 

I shall, at all times, where it is my duty to act, be ready and willing to 
give my support to measures which are necessary and requisite to secure 
to persons of color their rights as **freedmen," and even to provide for 
the indigent of that class sudi support as may be required by the dictates 
of a liberal charity* But I never will consent to give to such persons a 
preference under the law to whiie persons. And 'believing that the pro- 
visions of the Bill hereinbefore referred to does give such preference, and 
that it is otherwise very objectionable, I desire most respectfully to offer 
this as 'my protest against the .passage of the same.

The Special Joint Committee, to which was referred a resolution to 
inquire and report whether any measure can b^ Advised by which the 
General Ai^embly can procure .the remission of the 10 per cent, per 
annum, incurred by owners of lands in St. Phihp's and St. Michaers, 
St. John's Colleton, Prince William's and St. Luke's, for neglecting a 
notice of which they -could not possibly be informed, report : That it 
finds the facts to be as follows ; 

The ** Tax Commission" for South Carolina, in conformity with the 
letter of the law, did, as soon as they were able to advance into the 
localities specified, proceed to assess and call for payments of the tax on 
land imposed by Congress. The Act required pubHcation of notice, and 
the Committee does not doubt that this was done. It was, however, only 
a compliance with the letter, and not the spirit of the law. Most of the 
men of these localities were in the army, and neaarly aU the white inhabi- 
tants liable to pay the tax had been obliged to leave their homes, and it 
was wholly impossible that the great majority could see or hear of the 
notice. In fact, the Chairman of the Tax Commission has admitted to 
one of this Committee that only one person became aware of the notice 
in time to save himself from the penalty. Under these circumstances, it 
is reasonable to hope that Congress, when it meets, will see the justice of 
releasing the pensdty, and that it is proper for the General Assembly to 
urge them to do so, and in the mean time, to request the President to 
suspend the collection of the tax. 

The^Jommittee reconmiend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That the President is earnestly requested to suspend the 
collection of the tax on land until Congress shaU meet, and time is given 
to apply to them for remission of penalties inadverbentiy and innocently 
incurred. /

EXECUTIVE DEPABTMENT, . 

fr . South Cakouka, November 13, 1865. 

To the Honorahh the Senate and House of Representatives, 

Gentlemen ; I have the honor of communicating to you the promised 
notice of th^ Secretarjr of State of the United States, of the proposed 
amendment to the Federal Constitution aboliahipg slavery. 

In the laj|t Mos$wge which I had the hoiior of sending you, I gave 
copies of the several communications which had passed between the 
President and ^he Secretary of State and myself, on this subject. You 
will remember that the construction to whiclii this prc^^osed amendment 
of the Fedei*al Constitution was liable, and which made it objectionable 
to South Carolina, wns entirely repudiated by the Secretary of State. I 
stated, too, in that Message, that the President and Attorney-General of 
the United States were understood as concurring in the construction given 
to the second section of the att^hdment by the Secretary of State. I 
know it will give you the greatest pleasure imaginable, to do all that you 
can, consistent with your honor and duty to the State, to restore her once 
more to self-government and civil government, to peace and harmony, 
and to happiness and prosperity, in the Union, of States. 

There can hardly be a doubt that this amendment will be adopted by 
three-fourths of the States, although you should refuse to acc^t it, and 
will become a part of the Federal Constitution. This consideration alone 
should lessen, very much, your responsibility, in acceding to it, on the 
part of South Carolina, whilst it increases, very much, the evil and 
damage, in rejecting it to the State. 

I repeat what I said in my last Message to you, the destiny of the State 
is in your hands for woe or for weal, and I have an abiding confidence in 
your judgment and wisdom, and in your honor and patriotism. I would 
remind you, also, of all that President Johnson has so nobly done for the 
Souther;i States, and that it ifi he who atfpeals to South Carolina, in the 
name of God, **not to throw away all that has, so far, been well done, 
and defeat the restoration of the Union," but to *'be guided by love and 
wisdom from on high, and Union and peace wil once more reign throu^ 
the land."

WJiereas, The State of South Carolina is deeply interested in the speedy 
restt)ration of harmony in the relations between the freedmen and the pro- 

Erietors thereof, to the end that the present disorganized condition of the 
ibor of the State be terminated, and a fair opportuniiy be afforded for 
the restoration of her agricultural activity and enterprise ; 

And whereas. The State is ready and anxious to afford to the freedmen 
every opportunity for resuming profitabbr to themselves, by fair and just ' 
contracts, their ordinary labor, and for that purpose has endeavored by 
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legislation to provide all necessary security to their person and property ; 

And wTiereas, An unfortunate difiference appears to exist in tne low 
country of this State between the proprietors and the authorities of the 
Freedmen's Bureau, who represent the policy and power of the General 
Government, which difference must produce great inconvenience and 
suffering, both to the freedmen ^d io the State : 

Be a Kesolvedy That a Committee be appointed, to consist of three mem- 
' bers of this House and two members of the Senate, who shall be authorized 
to sit in Charleston, after the adjournment of this General Assembly, and 
to confer with the Commissioners of the Freedmen's Bureau in this State, 
in order to affect, if possible, a restoration of that harmony between the 
relations of capital and labor, which the best interests of both the freed- 
men and the State so imperativelv demand.

ration of that harmony between the relation of capital aud labor, which 
the best interest of both the freedmen and the State so Imperatively de- 
mand.

Mr. DOZIER moved to recede from the message ; which motion was 
carried. 

The resolutions enclosed in mesfi»ge No. 46, from the House of Repre- 
43entatives, was considered and agreed to, and a message of concurrence 
returned accordingty, and Messrs. Lawton and Moses appointed a Com- 
mittee to act on the part of the Senate. 

The following Message from his Excell^icy the Governor was com- 
municated to the Senate : 

Executive Depabtmbnt South Cabomna, December 5, 1865. 
Gentlemen of the Senate and Home of Representatives : 

It is my duty to ** recommend to your consideration such measures as I 
shall judge necessary or expedient.'* The messages of the Provisional 
Oovemor, at your special and regular sessions, have brought to your 
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attention many of the subjects meriting your consideration at the present 
time. Some, howeyer, have not been noticed, and others, in my 
judgment, are of sufficient importance to be reiterated. 

Tne people of the State are not in a condition to pay the usual taxes 
heretofore collected, and hence the necessity of omitting all appropriation* 
which the efficient administration of the Government does not imperiously 
require. The annual appropriations for Free Schools and for the Militaiy 
Academy, should be suspended for the next year, and the appropriations 
for the College, for Public Buildings, for Contingent Accounts and Claims^ 
materially reduced. But, -with aU the economy that can be practiced ta 
keep your State Government in operation, it will require such a sum to-. 
meet necessary expenditures, as will be oppressive on the people to raise.. 
The Courts can not be opened if your Judges fail to receive their salaries. . 
The functions of the Legislative and Executive Departments of the Gov- 
ernment can not be performed if their pay is withheld. When you shaU 
have determined the amount you intend to appropriate for the fiscal year,, 
how can the money be raised to meet it ? It must be done by taxation or - 
loan. The anomalous situation in which we are placed, precludes the 
hope that any loan can be effected >vithout i-uinous loss. If this is true,, 
then our only resource is taxation. 

The Treasury is empty, and taxes will not be paid into it before the 
first of June. How is your Government to be kept in operation until 
that time ? I recommend that the Treasurer be authorized to issue cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, payable to bearer and receivable in payment of 
all State taxes. Tliese certificates will be taken by the creditors of the 
State, and wiU preserve their par value, if the issue is limited to one-half 
of the taxes to be levied. By imposing this limitation, the public i» 
effectually protected against a redundancy in the issue, and its redemption 
is certainly secured during the fiscal year. 

All the direct tax due the Government of the United States has not yet 
been paid. The laws of Congress now prohibit the State from assuming 
the tax ; but I feel very confident that the same privilege will be accorded, 
to South Carolina that has been enjoyed by most of the States of the 
Union. I, therefore, recommend that Congress be memorialized by the- 
Legislature, so to modify the existing law as will enable the State to. 
assume the tax, and that the Secretary of the Treasury be requested to- 
suspend the collection of the same until Congress may have time to con- 
sider the application. You can provide by law, at your present session^ 
that in the event the privilege is granted the State, that the Governor be 
authorized to consummate the arrangement with the Treasury Department 
at Washington. And, in this connection, I may bring to your attention 
the condition of the lands on and near the sea-board, where this direct 
tax has been collected by sales under the various ActiS of Congress. Much 
of the land in that section has been sold at enormous sacrifices, and ia 
infinitely more valuable in amount than the whole tax ; and, if general 
statements are to be tarusted, these sales have realized for the General 
Government nearly the whole amount of the direct tax apportioned to thi» 
State, and that, too, without taking into consideration the value of the 
lands purchased or reserved by the Government itself. These facts should^ 
I think, be brought to the attention of the Government by the action of 
the Legislature, and the Executive authorized, if possible, to effect with 
the General Government some amelioration of the enormous and ruinoua 
sacrifice which has thus been imposed upon a portion of the citizens of the 
State. 

The exhausted condition of the country, and the complete prostration, 
of our finances, require that debtors should be still further protected by^ 
partially staying the collection of debts. It would be wise to recast the- 
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existing law npon the subject, and provide that the creditor should have 
the privilege of suing his debtor to judgment, so that a lien upon his 
property may be secured ; that the interest and a part of the principal 
should be collected annually ; that the whole sum may be collected when 
the debtor attempts fraudulently or clandestinely to remove or dispose of 
his property ; that the law should not apply to debts contracted after its 
passage, nor should any indulgence be given in cases of trespass or for 
torts to person or property committed before or after the passage of the 
Act 

Serious inconveniences often result from the diflSculty and delay in 
securing charters for railroad, manufacturing, mining and other compa- 
nies, intended to develop the wealth and resources of the State. Much 
time is necessarily consumed in the consideration of ^ach application, and 
the statute book is encumbered with these numerous acts of incorpora- 
tion. To facilitate the formation of all companies where men are willing 
to venture their means to develop the industry, wealth, prosperity and 
resources of the State, I recommend the passage of a general act of incor- 
poration, and when its provisions are complied with, that the subscribers 
to the capital stock be declared a body p»htic. 

By Act of the General Assembly in 1837, the State lent its credit to 
secure a loan for the Louisville, Cincinnati and Charleston Railroad Com- 
pany, and authorized the Comptroller-General to endorse the bonds of 
the Company, pledging ** the faith and funds of the State to the faithful 
performance of the contract." The bonds, amounting to two millions of 
dollars, were issued and endorsed, and will fall due the first of January 
next. The Company cannot pay the bonds, and the State is unable, at 
the present time, to make good the endorsement. It is believed that the 
principal bond-holders are willing to extend the debt for twenty years 
longer, if the State will renew her guaranty. The State has a statutory 
mortgage on the road, and upon its renewal, I recommend that authority 
be given the Comptroller-General, or the Treasurer, to renew the endorse- 
ment of the new bonds, that may be required to liquidate the old bonds. 
No increased liability on the p^rt of the State will be incuiTcd, and we 
may reasonably anticipate that, within the next twenty years, the Company 
can pay the bonds, principal and interest, and save the State harmless on 
its guaranty. 

I communicate herewith a resolution of the Board of Trustees of the 
South Carolina College, recommending that the College be converted into 
a university. I heartily concur in the propriety of the proposed change. 
By adding to the present professorships schools for the study of law, 
medicine and modem languages, a thorough scientific, classical and pro- 
fessional education may be obtained by the young men of the State. The 
increased number of students which it will attract wiU make the university 
nearly self-supporting ; and with an appropriation of seven hundred and 
fifty dollars to each of nine professors, this venerable and much revered 
institution may be continued. It would be a reproach if such an incon- 
siderable sum was refused, and the alma mater of McDuflfie, Harper, 
Preston, Legare, O'Neill and Pettigrew permitted to pass away and perish, 

I also recommend that the Board of Visitors of the Military Academy 
be authorized to change its organization, and, if possible, continue it a 
self-supporting institution. The building in Charleston is adapted to the 
purpose, and cannot be weU appropriated to any other object. Its occu- 
pation would, to a great extent, preserve the property from waste and 
destruction. With a competent corps of instructors, a practical education 
could be secured in less time and at less cost than in other collegiate insti- 
tutions, and the miHtary feature in its organization would secure the 
habit of discipline so essential to success in all the pursuits of after life. 
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I am informed that there is a quantity of property of various descrip- 
tion belonging to the State, in different localities, which is wasting or 
being appropriated to their own use by individuals. In the general wreck 
as much should be saved as possible ; and such articles as may not here- 
after be needed by the State should be collected and sold, and the proceeds 
paid into the Treasury. An agent should be appointed, with full authority 
to take possession of all such public property, and seU the same. Where 
propertv has been appropriated by individuals, the agent should be 
authorized to compromise with them ; and if he cannot negotiate a just 
settlement, that he institute suit, in the name of the State, against the 
trespasser ; in which action no stay of execution on judgment should be 
allowed the defendant. This agent should be compensated exclusively by 
conmiissions on all amounts "^hich may be paid into the Treasury. 

You have been diligently employ^, since your meeting, in maturing 
laws for the organization of the inilitia and for the regulation of the rights 
and duties of fieedmen, and I doubt not that you wxQ perfect your legis- 
lation on these subjects before your adjournment. Our policy toward the 
freedman should be kind and humane. If his rights of person and 
property are ^ot fully and effectually secured by our local legislation, we 
can not hope to be relieved from the presence of the Military and Provost 
Courts. The authorities of the United States wiU not remove their pro- 
tecting hand from the negro whom they have manumitted, and in whose 
freedom we have acquiesced, until we provide by our laws to give him f uU 
protection in all his civil rights. His labor is necessary for the successful 
prosecution of the agriculture of the State, and it Avill be best commanded 
by making him cheerful and contented. 

I commend to your favorable consideration appropriations for the sup- 
port of the Lunatic Asylum. It is a noble charity, and the energy and 
seK-sacrifice of the Superintendent for the last nine months in maintain- 
ing, without any public contributions to its support, the inmates, entitles 
him to the proud distinction of a benefactor of his i*ace. It is high time 
that the burthen should be taken from his shoulders and placed upon the 
State. 

The destitute condition of District pauj^ers, the dilapidation of pubUc 
buildings, and the neglect and destruction of roads and bridges, require 
that all the District Boards should be promptly and efficiently re-organ- 
ized, and the laws governing them rigidly enforced.

Gwiemen (f the Senate and House of RepresenkUites : 

I communicate to yon herewith the report of the Board of Vinton of 
file South Carolina Military Academy, with accompanying reports by 
Mqor White and Captain Thomas. 

Also, a communication, addressed to me by Captain Thomas, giving 
inlormation of the condition of the property of the Arsenal Academy. ' 1 
TOCommend that authority be given to the Board of Visitors, or some 
bther proper person, to sell the loose building material remaining on the 
lot, and such other property there as will deteriorate by exposure and may 
not hereafter be needed. The property seized and sold by the Special 
Agent of the United States Treasury Department was not liable, in my 
judgment, to coniiscation, and upon a representation of the facts to the 
Treasury Agent for this State, or to the Secretary of the Treasury, it can 
hardly be doubted that the proceeds of the sale will be paid over to the 
Treasurer of this State, for the use of the State. 

The buildings remaining on the Academy lot should be rented, and 
authority for that purpose given to, the Board of Visitors, or some other 
mitable person. 

I also communicate to you certain recommendations of the Board of 
Trustees ot the South Carolina College, requiring your consideration. 

I transmit you herewith a correspondence between Colonel L. D. Childs 
and myself, with reference to the purchase by him of the canal near this 
city around the falls of Broad and Congaree Rivers. 

His energy, enterprise &nd ability to command capital furnish the best 
guarantee that this immense water power would be speeAly developed : 
and whilst he would make it profitable to himself, its development will 
rebuild Columbia and expand it far beyond its former proportions. The 
' ciq)ital and population which it will bring here will not only rebuild and 
csirich Columbia, but it will be beneficial to the whole State, by furnishing 
its citizens with an improved market, and in replenishing its Treasury by 
largely increasing its taxable property. 

The canal, for many years past, has been of no use to the State or its 
citizens. Since the destruction of the Greenville and Columbia Railroad, 
last winter, some boats have been placed on the river, but they will doubt- 
less be withdrawn when the road is repaired. But, to guard the citizens 
cl the State against loss from the recurrence of such a casualty, and to 
retain to them all the advantages promised in the construction of the work 
originally, if a sale is made, it should be made on condition that the 
citizens of the State shall forever enjoy the privilege of navigating the 
canal with boats to the crossing of Bridge street, in Columbia. 

The construction of a new dam, and the widening and deepening of the 
canal to increase the flow of water sufficiently to make it available for 
^extensive machinery, will require a heavy outlay of capital. This, I am 
satisfied, can be commanded by the gentleman seeking to make the 
pfurchase, and I recommend that two or more Commissioners be appointed 
to negotiate the sale and convey the title, with the reservation I have 
indicated. The Legislature, in its wisdom,- may determine that it is 
prudent to fix a minimum below which the property shall not b6 sold, but 
I believe it would be best not to trammel the Commissioners. The first 
object should be to get some one to take vigorous hold of this great work, 
and begin to improve and build up the State. The water power which 
may be obtained through this canal, and which is now unimproved, is iar 
greater than that at Lowell or Lawrence, and why should not its energetic 
development make Columbia a greater city than either ?

to enter execution : Provided, That no execution so obtained shall, during 
the continuance of this Act, be enforced for more than the costs and one- 
tenth of the debt on interest. 

Sec. 3. Neither shall any debtor, on final process now subsisting, be* 
entitled to the benefit of this Act, who shall foil, if demanded at least 
three months previouslr, by the creditors or his or her attorney, to pay on or 
before the first day of September next, the costs and one-tenth part of the 
amount due on such process, at the time of such demand. And when 
such debtor, on demand made as aforesaid, shall fail to pay, as aforesaid, 
it shall and may be lawful for such creditor to enforce such process for 
the costs and one-tenth part of the principal and interest due. 

Sec. 4. During the continuance of this Act, the Statutes of Limitation 
be and are hereby suspended against the claims of all persons in possession 
of property of debtors on fintd process, and on which no process may 
have a lien.

Senators : I am about to leave this body to exercise, in another depart- 
ment of the Government, the high and responsible functions which the 
kind expression of the Legislature has imposed upon me. 

Deeply sensible of the obligation I assume in accepting the position to 
which you have assigned me, I trust that, by a proper devotion to its 
duties, I may not disappoint your expectations or ^a^ short of any hope 
which may have induced this evidence of your preference. 

In severing ft connection With the Senate, with which I have been so 
long associated, it would not be natural if I did so without f eehngs of 
peculiar emotion. There is not in this body a single member who was 
here when I entered it. During my service in it, the country has been 
agitated by the . discussion of political principles which, from opposing 
and conflicting views, led to excitement and irritation, until at last one 
iinited effort was made to free us from the oppression of a Government 
which, in the judgement of the people, was exercising its power for our 
oppression and thraldom. That effort resulted in a war, in which vre 
^ued in everything but honor and heroism ; and, while assuming new 
obligations to the Federal Union, let us recognize the duty of exerting all 
our efforts to improve the shattered fortunes of the State, and on the 
f dundatic^ still l^t us, erect pillows which, pointing to Heaven, may at 
no distant day be emblematic of our advancement and prosperity. 

It is a m^itter of heartfelt gratification to know that, during my lon^ 
term in this Dody, my relations with all its members have been of the* 
kindest character,, and that even the excitement of debate never eng;en- 
dered a word of anger or resentment, I shall bear with me during life a 
recollection of the consideration and kindness I have ever received from 
it§ officers and members ; and, about to bid you farewell to iissume nevr 
public duties, commending you and our beloved State to the protection 
and guardianship of Heaven, I beg you, each and every one, to accept 
my earnest wish for your happiness and prosperity. When you conclude 
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your labors kere, may yon have a safe return to yonr families, once again 
to enjoy the pleasure which cannot be surpassed on earth — the pleasure 
of a happy home.

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the /Senate : 

I cannot approve of the Bill, which origininated in the Senate, entitlea 
"An Act to amend the Patrol Laws,'* and the Constitution of this State 
makes it obligatory on me to return it, with my objections, **to that House 
in which ii shall have originated." 

An Ordinance was ratified hf the State Convention on the 27fh of Sep- 
tember last entitled "An Ordinance to declare in force the Constitution 
and Laws heretofore in force in this State, and the A6ts, official, public 
and private done, and appointments and elections made, under authority 
of the same." The second section declares all laws, &c., of this State in 
force which were of force on the 19th of December, I860.' The third 
section declares that all laws passed since that date are of foice until 
repealed, &c. : Provided^ however, That all laws, resolutions, orders^ or 
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rnles embrftced within the terms of this and the preceding section, vrkdoh 
recognize the existence of slavery, and regulate the relations of master 
and slave, and defiue and enforce the rights and duties graving thereout, 
or create and pnaidh ofifences against such rights, or against ihe piiblic 
policy of the St' Uh in reference to slavery ^ have become of no furlhur orfuiure 
force or effect by reason of the extinction cf slavery,^* 

The Act of 1839 is entitled **An Act to reduce all Acts and clauses of 
Acts in relation to the patrol of this State into one Act, and to filter and 
amend the same,'* and was intended solely to secure subjection and subor- 
dination of the negro race. Every section in the Bill was intended to 
sustain '*the public policxf of the State in reference to slavery," and the 
ConventioDi, by solemn Ordinance, has declared that laws for that purpose 
"have bt^come of no further or future force.'* Is not, therefore, fJl the 
provisions of the Act of 1839, and amendments thereto, as effectually 
repealed as the Act of 1740, or any other law recognizing or regulating 
slavery ? If an Ordinance of a Convention can repeal a law, there would 
seem to be little doubt that eveiy enactment in this State as to a patrol 
had been effectually swept from the statute book. The first section of the 
Bill iinder consideration, in repealing tlie eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth and 
fifteenth sections of the Act of 18H9, assumes that all the Other sections of 
the Act ore still of force. The Constitution of the State recognizes tho 
universal freedom of the African race, and prohibits their re-enslavemeut. 
The Ordinance of the Convention expressljr repeals all laws regulating the 
institution, and this assumption of the Bill is entirely inconsistent with 
both. Is not the provision in the fifth section of the Act, which 
authorizes the patrol to take «p all slaves found without the limits of their 
owner's plantation, and give them moderate whim)ing, and in the sixth 
section authorizing and requiring the patrol to einer into anv disorderly 
bouse, veitoel or boat, suspected of harboring, trafficking, or dealing wim 
negroes, whether the same be occupied by white persons, free negroes, 
mulattoes, mestizoes or slaves, and to correct rU slaves found there, and 
to report the free negioes to a Magistrate, and to retain the products of 
traffic till inquired into, just as inconsistent with the freedom of the negro 
as the sections proposed to be repealed by this Bill ? 

I am entirely satisfied that the whole Act, for the reasons stated, is no 
longer law in South Carolina, and I am unwilling to raise a question by 
now repealing some sections and allowing others to remain. 

I object to the second section of the Bill because it undertakes, amongst 
other things, to interfere with the private rights and business of the citizen 
when the public safety does not require such interposition. ^ 

The citizen, resident or so|ourner, who hires fifteen or more laborers, 
whether white or colored, is most competent to determine what super- 
vision his laborers may require. If his laborers become troublesome to 
his neighbors by tumultuous or disorderly conduct, they may be indicted 
and tmuished. If they rob and plunder, the law will avenge the outrage 
on the individual aud on society. 

Now that freedom has been accorded to the African race in our midst, 
duty and policy alike admonish us to give him all ^he concomitan ts of 
what he regards so great a boon. Emancipation has changed our relations 
to him most essentially. So long asjie was a slave, though his moral 
tndning was not neglected, it was our policy to prohibit him u . :ileaining 
to read aud write. Now it is oui* policy to enlighten and elevota him, for 
it miikeii him more trustworthy, and reduce^ crime and pauperism in our 
midit. f 

In every Blxveholding country the owners have endeavored, by stringent 
legislation rnd a rigorous police, to guard against the dangers of revolt 
^nd iusurreotion — insurrection to secure freedom; this was the reason. 
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why the legislation in the South required the presence of a white man on 
every farm or plantation where there were ten or more slaves, that a vip- 
lant watoh might be kept over them and their movements. The necessity 
has ceased, and the law should be ignored. 

A w jll digested law, organizing a proper police force to aid the Magi*- 
tracjr in suppressing lawlessness and in enforcing law and order in the 
comma nity, mip^ht prove a safe-^iiard to- society, but the operations of the 
Bill under consideration, in my judgment, would be most pernicious.
